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At press time, George Zellcr reports receiving the following e-mail from well-known DXer 
Gabriel Ivan Barerra in Argentina concerning the new Radio Afghanistan. Here is the text of 
the e-mail: 

Concerning 9950 khz, not heard its signal in Buenos Aires. And, about the probably location 
of this station, here only I reproduce some information received from the Capt Charles acting 
Commanding Officer "We Rule the Night" from the airborne ranger Brigade in Beaumont, 
California, operating the Army Radio Station adn3u, who said me on Wed Nov 21: "has been 
up 3 days so far, Starts 1 330 untell 1430 gmt on 9.950 mhz" & "The QTH of the station is 
Kabul, The transmit times are as listed, Jon (The Colonel) is presently in the area of Kon- 
duz". On Thu 22 said: "So good coverage so far, Hope you and the other listeners appreciate 
the Colonels effort". Arid finally, today the Capt Charles inform me: " I see that the station 
the Colonel helped put on the air is being heard farther possibly than anticipated, Dodgeing R 
Cairo in operating hours, This should be about day 6 sence it went on the air, QSL's? Don! 
know yet, I don't think phone service and an ISP have been set up yet. And postal service is 
non existant at this stage, I would guess that an entry way may be set up thru Pakistan or an- 
other country first. Heard here this morning +10 & 5's, yesterday 9 & 4's He is now at Kon- 
duz. 73's Capt Charles, Acting CO "We Rule the Night", operating the Colonel Jon Standing- 
bear; Army Radio Station adn3u; P.O.Box 44, Beaumont, Calif, 92223-0044 ". 

Finally, about my concrete question if the station is in Kabul or not, here is the answer from 
Nov 22, at 1 128 PST: "Really, as far as I know, I understand some of the programming might 
be produced elsewhere, As the studios there were in poor shape. And Ihay had very little in 

the way of up to date music etc, As the Taliban pen . .I •m:I> the Koran broadcast over the 

radio, and naturaly theii own propaganda. And TV not at all. Understand thals up now too, 
Coverage about 30km around the station, But more than thay'v had in several years, And 
about 3 MW stalions are also up, and heard oulsidc ol Af|:«nislan, Next? I can only guess!

AFGHANISTAN CLANDESTINES 

By now I assume that most of us have heard the "Commander Solo" clandestine broadcasts funded by 
your tax dollars on 8700 kHz in upper sideband. Very large numbers of DXer* hav». h**TA tr,» c:„„,i, 

from this one on a worldwide basis. There remains speculation about where 

this one, although Diego Garcia seems to have more votes in the speculation than any ol 

It seems definite that these shows are part of the responsibility of the 193rd Special Operations Wing 
of the US Air Force, normally headquartered in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. Several DXers notably 
including Jerry Berg who sent in the information, sent reception reports to this Harrisburg site. They 
received polite replies from Lt. Edward E. Shank, Chief of Public Affairs for the 193rd Special 
Operations Wing. Lt. Shank said that given the war, they can't verify reception reports yet But he did 
make clear that this Wing is involved in the broadcasts. 



"This evening, NPR gave a report from Kabul in Afghanistan regarding the re-activation of the radio 
.latum, indicating that the station has returned to the SW scene. The NPR reporter was in Kabul in the 
studios of Radio Afghanistan. He stated that the station and its facilities were previously operated by 
the Taliban as "Radio Shariah" and the station name has been changed (reverted) to Radio 
Alglumstan. There are now two women announcers on the air reading the news, one in Dari and one 
in Pashto, I would imagine. They are now broadcasting music, children's programs as well as sports 
information. The station is operating at less than half capacity, probably program-wise as well as 
power output. The man who is now the manager of Radio Afghanistan was last week managing the 
small Northern Alliance station in the Panjir Valley. He has retained the previous Taliban stal l mainly 
due to the unavailability of experienced staff. It was also stated that SW is the best way to give 
coverage to all of Afghanistan thus indicating that the station is again on the air SW. The station is on 
the air daily beginning at 7:00 pm (local time). The NPR reporter also played a cut from one of the 
announcers reading the news as well as some traditional Afghan music now on the air from this station 
Dunng the time I lived in Pakistan, I visited Kabul in Afghanistan more times than I can count, and on 
many occasions 1 also visited the studios and transmitter facilities of Radio Afghanistan. Although the 
reporter did not specifically state where the studios are located where he was making his report it is 
clear to me from the context of his information that he was in the building on the road to the airport 
that has been the studio facthty of Radio Afghanistan for the past nearly 30 years." 
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Thanks go to Adrian for a very interesting commentary. 

STEVE ANDERSON STILL WANTED 

As we managed to get into The ACE on a last minute basis last month, Steve Anderson, the operator of 
United Patriot Radio, was involved in a gun battle with local law enforcement personnel in Bell 
County, Kentucky on October 16. Deputy Sheriff Scott Elder, one of the police involved in the 
incident, noted afterward that attempted murder charges have been filed against Anderson. Steve had 
been pulled over because his tail light was not working, but a hail of bullets followed the police stop. 
Anderson fled the scene, and as of column deadline he is still at large despite a $5,000 reward from the 
ATF and Kentucky State Police for his capture. In the November 1 Somerset, Kentucky 
Commonwealth Journal, public relations trooper Buddy Simpson of the Harlan post of the Kentucky 
State Police said that he thought Anderson had "gone underground." 

United Patriot Radio itself has disappeared from 6900 kHz since the police incident with Anderson. 
When I checked it around Thanksgiving, the old United Patriot Radio web site was not working 
anymore. The Commonwealth Journal reported on November 1 that the web site would close during 
the first week of November. Web site operator Pastor August B. Kreis III said that he was closing 
down the web site to take a position as Minister of Information and Propaganda with the Aryan 
Nations. If you want to try it in the future at its old bttp://www.posse- 
comitatus.org/unitedpatriotradio/ URL, you will need a lot of luck. Thanks go to several DXers 
including Ken Stout for the latest information on this case. 

The only remaining signs of this operation on shortwave are the station's parody pirate, United Patriot 



WILLIAM COOPER SHOT DEAD BY POLICE IN ARIZONA 

William Milton Cooper, longtime shortwave radio host on WWCR in Nashville, was shot and killed 
November 6 during a shootout with Apache County, Arizona Sheriffs Deputies. At least one deputy 
was injured in the shootout, which took place as they attempted to arrest Cooper on an outstanding 
warrant in Eagar, Arizona. Most of us have heard Cooper's "The Hour of Time" program on WWCR, 
which was at least quasi-clandestine because of its strong support for the USA patriot militia 
movement. Many people in this movement, including Timothy McVeigh who was executed for his role 
in the Oklahoma City terrorist bombing, cited Cooper as an inspirational voice in the media.

OTHER CLANDESTINE LOGGINGS 

Now that the winter DX season is here, plenty of clandestine loggings arc appearing in various DX 
resources. I am listing a selection of them here, so that you can have some targets to shoot for. Unless 
noted, it is at least possible that we could be able to hear these signals, even if some of them are tough 
DX targets. 

New Star Broadcasting Station- Gerry Dexter had a lousy signal on November 10 from this one 
around 1332 UTC on 13750 kHz. He noted the normal programming of flute music and numbers 
broadcasts by a female announcer. Even though this is often lough to hear, its novel anti-Chinese 
shows and either genuine or phony coded numbers messages arc worth a check. 
Radio Mesopotamia- via DXplorer, Gerry Dexter reported this one on November 2 in presumed 

Mesopotamia" several times, a different female announcer, and a variety of vocal music. I haven't seen 

Radio Rainbow- Rich D'Angel'o heard this one on 1 1840 kHz from 8 * 1900- 1 959* on November 16 
with a fair signal. Programming was a male announcer with announcements, news, some music, and 
long talks in Amharic. This would be a good target for any Amharic fans in ACE. 
Radio Xoriyo- Rich D'Angelo heard this one from *1630-1659* on October 16 on 15715 kHz. Rich 
says that along with long talks and instrumental music, he heard multiple ID's and sign-on 
announcements at the beginning.

The game ended with a 12-12 tie in regulation, but I was not able to hear the 
subsequent field goal in overtime by the Steelers.

Covert Comms

Thank God we live in the land of the free and home of the brave. And the 1st amendment to 
the Constitution gives us the freedom of speech. Sometimes we as Americans take our freedoms for 
granted. Our country may not be perfect but at least we can talk about numbers stations. 

Apparently the British government takes a dim view of its subjects discussing such matters in 
print. Newspaper articles about shortwave espionage have been pulled by the UK's "D" notice systen 
It is so-called because it was set up to silence discussion of any subject that might jeopardize the 
defense of the UK. Apparently the British government believes that talk of numbers stations falls int. 
this category. 

This particular "D" notice went into effect on 24 May 2000, and states: 



1 . It is requested that no details be published, without prior consultation, of the British Government's 
highly classified codes and ciphers, related data protection measures and communication facilities, or 
those of NATO or other allies. 

2. It is also requested that advice be sought before disclosing, or elaboration on, information published 
at home or overseas about UK official codes and ciphers or their potential vulnerability. 

3. Rationale. Disclosures that could compromise codes and ciphers put at risk the classified 
information protected by them and, indirectly, people's lives. Revealing details of associated data 

' ' d, for example, from documents or 



by techniques such as computer hacking, could assist potential enemies to penetrate these elements of 
national security. 

I can certainly understand and appreciate Iheii reasoning, nor would I want to compromise the security 
of US allies. However, I would have to tlunk thai if the British government's codes or cipher systems 
are so weak as to he in daiinci lioni SWI 's discussing numbers stations, then they should look for 
other means of encryption.

I hope they feel that 
their encryption methods .ire secure enough to not need censorship on our part. Even if we discuss the 
one-time-pad system, it's vitlually impossible lo break the code without the pad itself.
